THE NAVIGATION OF THE SOUND. 

The nnnouneoinenl made in our yestertloj'a 
isiuo in reference lo tlie exclusion ol our 
vessels from l'ugct Sound is Dotnrally ex- 
erting mach discussion ami some little indig- 
nation. The order from Washington, pro- 
hibiting any but American bottoms going 
farther on their way to the Sound than I'ort 
Asgelos is one that cuts both ways, and can 
only tend to injure American as well ns 
British interests. We alluded cursorily in 
our local oolumns yestorday to the injury it 
is likely to do the lumber trado ol the Sound ; 
but it will, in fact, hurt ovcry other branch 
of industry and comniorce in the inland 
waters ol the neighboring, territory with the 
exception, probably, of boat building. Shut- 
ting out British ships Irom the numerous 
saw.mills on the Sound will simply drive these 
▼essela to seek a lumber cargo on Vancouver 
Island, and will raise the American freights. 
So far, then, the new arrangement would give 
ao immense impetus lo our lumber trado, 
and promote the erection uf saw. mills in 
every estuary and bay along the coast. Much 
however, as wo value this trade iva do not 
desire ils increase al the expense ol an- 
other, and we believe, ultimately, more im- 
portant one — that ol boat-building. Be- 
tween the extravagant liberality of our 
navigation Ibwh and the intensified illilio- 
rslitj ct the so of our American neighbors, 
the growth of this industry has been suffi- 
ciently retarded on Vancover Island. The 
Puget Sound exclusion mandate Kill aow, 
however, bo its death-blow. No shipowner 
will think of spending money on a British 
bottom, when an American-built vessel has 
nearly every advantage thai belongs to a snip 
under the English llag, besides I hi very ex- 
clusive privileges enjoyed by the mercantile 
marine ol our neighbors across the Straits. 
If there is one branch of industry more thiin 
another lo which Vancouver Island is spe- 
cially adapled.it is Bbip-buildiog. Willi 
ordinary encouragement the Vicluiiu of the 
future would be the St. John ol the Pacific. 
The recent action, therefore, ol the Washing- 
ton authorities is peculiarly hurtful to i ur 
prospects in this respect, without, iu a cor- 
responding ratio, benefiting the peopla on the 
Sound. We know that iu the course of 
time, we chill beablfl to carry out retaliatory 
measures, and preclude American shipping 
from eojoyin^ many of its present privileges 
in our own waters ; but two wrongs cannot 
make a right, aDtl we have, no desire to 
emulate the narrow-mindedness of the Ame- 
rican Government in its shipping regulations. 
The English navigation laws, which have 
done so rauob, by their preposterous favors 
to foreigners, to injure the shipping trade of 
the colonies, arc, as we have already said, 
obstacle enough in the way of our boat- 
building ; but when wo find the impediment 
supplemented by the Government at Wash- 
ington stepping in nt this eleventh hour lo 
onforeo such rigid regulations as those now 
in vogue on Puget Sound, wo can only say 
wo are peculiarly unfortunate. 

Oar trade with Puget Sound is becoming 
one of great and growing importance ami wc 
fondly looked forward to the day when the 
inhabitants of the neighboring territory 
would be our most extensive customers. If 
such obnoxious orders, however, are to ho 
issued from Washington as the one to which 
we reler, we are afraid we shall have lo 
restrain our sauguine expectations. The only 
hope which we havo in tho matter is that the 
people of the Sound, who are equally i n tor 
ested with ourselves in having an unre- 
stricted navigation of their waters, u ill make 
every exertion to induce the Federal Govern- 
ment to rolract this late uuealled-for and 
injurious order. Against tho heavy protec- 
tive tariff of the States we are no!, like the 
English journals generally, disposed to javil 
because we believe, however much it in hurt - 
ful to British manufactures, it is at lea-t 
building up those ol the Republic; but this 
reeent aot has no such plea to recommend it. 
for it will prove as distasteful to the irv- 
habitants of Washington Territory as n is to 

urselves.
